On the lock of the gun, the ham­ 
mer of which was cocked, is stamped 
"1862-Tower" in front of the hammer, 
while hack of it is stamped a crown. 
This was clearly one of the English- 
made guns used by the Confederates. 
An exciting search of several hours 
over a considerable area of ground 
failed to disclose any other evidence 
or relic* but as the location was in a 
depression between rocks and covered 
with six or more inches of leaf mould, 
it appeared that everything else— in­ 
cluding the body of the soldier—had 
peacefully decayed or decomposed. 
The question which now arises is 
concerning the origin of 
the 
relics 
and what any soldier could have been 
doing in this particular locality. One 
theory advanced is that he may have 
have been on duty in connection with 
"The Battle of Fountain Dale" which 
KIUrred just east of the Methodist 
church at Fountain Dale, about two 
miles west of this locality. This skir­ 
mish was the first fight in Pennsyl­ 
vania betw-een the Union and Con­ 
federate troops.

I to December 31, inclusive; provided 
that game raised in captivity and 
killed within place 
of 
confinement 
without being released may be killed 
' at any time and may be sold under 
the rules and regulations regarding 
the marking and tagging of game as 
fixed for game in captivity. 
The penalty for taking, killing or 
wounding is to be $10 for each squir- 
! rel or rabbit,provided that the penalty 
for taking a squirrel or rabbit in any 
manner except by gun is fixed at $10 
instead of $50 as heretofore provided; 
! and $25 for each bird with an alter­ 
native of one day in prison for each 
dollar of fine for the the first of­ 
fense and for a second or any sub­ 
sequent offense one day for each dol­ 
lar in addition to the original penalty 
for first offense.
